Adding course offerings is just one of the ways 
Holmes adapts to changing needs 



The course offerings on the three 
campuses of Holmes Community 
College are anything but static. 
While staples such as English com- 
position and college algebra are 
certainly courses that stand the 
test of time, many courses are 
added as the need arises. 

On the Ridgeland Campus, a 
plastics technology program has 
brought yet another facet to tech- 
nical offerings which keep Holmes 
on the cutting edge. Within the 
first semester of the program, the 
plastics technology students and 
their instructor, Tracy Warren, 
teamed up with the machine shop 
students, with their instructor 
Dewey Abies, to produce a fin- 
ished plastic-injected product from 
scratch to finish. 

The machine shop students pro- 
duced the “tool,” the machine- 
graded steel mold into which the 
plastic is injected. The plastics 
technology students then used the 
tool to manufacture the coasters. 
With more than 1 40 manufactur- 
ers using either plastic injection, 
22 



extrusion or both processes in the 
production of plastic products, 
there is a lot of interest in the 
program. 

Just as the course offerings for 
I lolmes students continue to ex- 
pand and adapt to the changing 
interests of the students and re- 
quirements of the job markets they 
face, Holmes expands and adapts 
its services to meet the needs of 
the community. 

A recently-opened Skill/Tech 
Center serves the needs of the 
industries and workers in the nine 
counties in Holmes’ district 
through training and skill enhance- 
ment. Based on a company’s needs, 
the Skill/Tech coordinators can 
offer their employees classes rang- 
ing from adult basic education to 
using a specific tool or machine. 
Lynn Wright, formerly a market- 
ing and management technology 
instructor as well as the co-op 
coordinator for Holmes, serves as 
the director of the Skill/Tech pro- 
gram. The program is state-funded 
and administered through the 



Mississippi Community Collegi 
Board.

New Career Center helps students with everything 
from transfer information to resumes

In its first year, for the Career Center has been 
very useful for the students. Students use the Career 
Center for career explorations, and help figuring 
out what career for which they are best suited. 
Students also use the center to write resumes, to 
take test surveys that will help them find the 
occupation that best fits their abilities, and they 
also use the career center to watch videos and to 
look up information on four-year schools. The 
Mississippi State Employment Services send micro- 
fiche to the career center so that students may use 
the microfiche machine to look up jobs that they 
may be interested in applying for. 

The Career Center is funded by the state. The 
Career Center helps give students opportunities 
that they might not have had. 

Students can use the Career Center at any time. 
Patti Koonz, secretary for student support services, 
said, “Students can walk in anytime during the day 
from 8:00-3:30; the Career Center averages around 
eight to 15 students a day.” 

Patti Koonz is not only the secretary for Janice 
Richardson, director of the Career Center, but she 
also handles the student tutoring services that 
Holmes Community College offers the students. 
She helps people find tutors to help them in the 
subjects that they are having the most difficult 
problems. I think the one on one helps students out

New building will help keep Holmes students on 
the cutting edge of technological advances

There are many changes being made in 
today’s society. You might even say that 
these changes make society what it is today. 
Things are no different here at Holmes Com- 
munity College. With the addition of the 
new technology building that will be located 
next to the mathematics and science building 
well under construction, many doors will be 
opened not only for students, but for faculty 
members as well. 

The new addition will house three tech- 
nolog)' labs. Each lab will be independently

networked with some kind of mother com- 
puter that will be linked to the other labs. So 
the computers will all be linked with possi- 
bilities of linking with other computers on 
the Goodman Campus and in the future, 
maybe even on the Ridgeland Campus and at 
the Grenada Center. 

“The new technology labs will benefit the 
college as a whole, but it will benefit the 
mathematics and science department from 
the standpoint of technology. It will free up 
some space needed for classrooms in the 
existing mathematics and science building 
and offer new classrooms and offices tor 
instructors,” said Boggan. 

The new facility will also be opened later 
in the evenings, according to Boggan, and this 
will be good because students will have access 
to the computers at more times. Boggan said, 
“The technology will be more accessible to 
them in a formal classroom setting as well as 
for independent study.” Ray Rutledge, a chem- 
istry' instructor, said, “It will make the com- 
puters more accessible for tutorials in prin- 
ciple, general, and organic chemistry and 
allow for simulations of difficult experiments 
where equipment and time would normally 
prohibit such experiments from being con- 
ducted in the lab.” 

“Having computers that can handle the 
upgraded software of today’s society will help 
as a whole,” said Physics instructor. Beta 
Keramati. “With new computers, we can 
provide better software for the students, also 
with the computers being networked together 
will make them easier to use.” 

Having the computers accessible and used 
in many different classes will make the stu- 
dents more at ease using the technology 
outside of computer science class. Boggan 



said, “It will provide different techniques of 
teaching and will introduce the students to 
the technolog)' itself, and this should make 
them more comfortable or friendly with tech- 
nolog)'.” 

The mathematics and science department 
is also working on expanding the use ol the 
observatorv. Michael Burchfield, one of the 
department’s science instructors, has been 
cleaning up and getting a 1 7.5 inch Newtonian, 
reflector telescope ready to be housed in the 
“Igloo,” the small white observatory. The 
telescope is mounted on an equatorial mount. 

Burchfield said, “It is a relatively short 
focal length telescope which makes it ideally 
suited for photography. Essentially the most 
important characteristic of a telescope is the 
light-gatheringcapacity. This light-gathering 
capacity is determined by the area of the 
objective, which in the Newtonian, is the 
primary mirror.” 

It will be used for visual observations and 
charged-coupled-device or electronic imag- 
ing, but heavily for photography. It will also 
be used in the astronomy classes and physical 
science survey. The telescope was placed here 
on permanent loan by Marlon Davis, who is 
an amateur astronomer and 
astrophotographer from Yazoo County. 

There is also a new astronomv class called 
astronomy II — introduction to aerospace tech- 
nology (PHY1 123). According to Keramati, 
the new astronomy class will provide non- 
science majors with yet another “science” 
elective to choose from to get their required 
science credits. 

With all the new changes in the mathemut ic 
and science department, the possibilities for 
future growth at Holmes Community College 
are endless.

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The clubs that are at Holmes Community College today have not changed 
much from vesterdav. There are clubs that started in 1925 that are still active. 
The clubs have the same functions and purposes. The clubs that started in 1 967 
include Baptist Student Union, Young Women’s Auxiliary, Wesley Foundation, 
Newman Club, Dramatics Club, Debate Club, Home Economics Club, Industrial 
Education Club, and Student Council. 

The purpose of the Baptist Student Union, which still exists today, is to aid in 
the spiritual realm of student life. The goal is to strive to make the world a better 
place which to live and serve Jesus Christ. 

The Wesley Foundation was supported by the United Methodist Church. It 
was set up to help college students with their problems and needs. It also aids 
them in understanding themselves in the light of Christian faith. 

The Debate Club gave an opportunity for a new knowledge of vital issues 
concerning politics and government. The debate team represented the college in 
debate competition with other junior colleges in the state. 

In 1968, Phi Beta Lambda was chartered. It was set up for students interested 
in fields of business. It too still exists today. It meets once a 
month to discuss projects and learn more about today’s business. 

In 1970, Women’s Council, Phi Theta Kappa, Engineering 
Club, Reflections Staff, and Cosmetology Club was started. 

The Engineering Club enriched the experience of engineering 
students through the use of guest speakers, movies, and field 
trips. 

In 1971, YMCA, YWCA, Collegiate Civitan Club, and Chris- 
tian Council on Campus were formed. The function of both the 
Young Men’s Christian Association and the Young Women’s 
Christian Association was to bring the students on campus closer 
together in their Christian faith. The Collegiate Civitan Club 
was organized on the Holmes campus in December 1970. The 
aim was to build good citizenship, promote good fellowship and 
high scholarship to serve on campus and in the community, and 
to provide opportunities for leadership through service. 

In 1973, the Chess Club, Holme Towne Players, and Voca- 
tional Industrial Clubs of America began holding meetings. 

In 1974, the Rifle Corp, the Flag Corp and Color Guard were added to the 
band. 

ROTC was organized in 1975. 

In 1 978, the Church of God in Christ was started. It tried to stimulate more 
spiritual interest in the lives of the students in respect of Christianity through 
Bible study and religious activities. 

In 1982, Preschool Association for Students, Teachers, and Educators, 
P.A.S.T.E. , was formed. Delta Psi Omega was organized in 1983,VICAin 1985, 
Creative Writing Club in 1 986, and Math and Combined Sciences Club in 1 988. 
Clubs that exist today on the Goodman Campus include Student Council, 
Cosmetology, Delta Psi Omega, The Holmes Connection, Holme Towne Players, 
Math and Combined Sciences, Industrial Education, Phi Beta Lambda, Phi Theta 
Kappa, and Vocational Industrial Clubs of America (VICA). 

Iphese clubs still serve the students in the same ways they did when they first 
began They are larger and better equipped to deal with problems students face 
today. I he faculty as well as students see the need for clubs on campus. 

Danny Williams, the dean of students, is a man who has high hopes for the 
students at Holmes Community College. He thinks clubs provide real experi- 
ences, enrichment, and gives them opportunities. 

Honor societies allow students to maintain grades and provide scholarships 
to help with transferring students to senior colleges, ’’said Williams. 

He thinks the religious clubs bring students together and help them realize that 
1 ^ rc are stu dents on campus that think alike.
